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Abstract: Research papers of Julius Samuel Held, American art historian renowned for 
his scholarship in 16th- and 17th-century Dutch and Flemish art, expert on Peter Paul 
Rubens, Anthony van Dyck, and Rembrandt. The ca. 70 linear feet of material, dating 
from the mid-1920s to 1999, includes correspondence, research material for Held's 
writings and his teaching and lecturing activities, with extensive travel notes. Well 
documented is Held's advisory role in building the collection of the Museo de Arte de 
Ponce in Puerto Rico. A significant portion of the ca. 29 linear feet of study 
photographs documents Flemish and Dutch artists from the 15th to the 17th century.

Some letters and Held's library list 
were received in 2003 from Held's family. Seven boxes of Held material were received 
from the National Gallery in late 2004. 


Processing History 

The collection was rehoused in 1999. An index to the collection was made available in 
the Getty Research Institute's research files. Between 2001-2004, Isabella Zuralski 
processed the collection and wrote this finding aid. A few items (letters, a copy of 
Held's library catalog) were received in 2003 from the Held estate; these were 
integrated into the archive. Seven boxes of papers received in 2004 have not yet been 
processed.

Biographical/Historical Note 

The art historian Julius Samuel Held is considered one of the foremost authorities on 
the works of Peter Paul Rubens, Anthony van Dyck, and Rembrandt. His advice was 
sought by other art history scholars, private collectors, dealers, museums, and auction 
houses in the United States and abroad. For many years his opinion was the final word 
in matters of attribution of artworks in his field of expertise. 

Held was born in 1905 in Mosbach in Baden-Wurttemberg, Germany. He died in 2002 
in Bennington, Vermont. He was married to Ingrid-Marta Pettersson (1905-1986), an 
art conservator, with whom he had a son and a daughter. Held studied art history at the 
universities of Heidelberg, Berlin, Vienna, and Freiburg. In 1930 he obtained his Ph.D. 
from the university of Freiburg under Hans Jantzen, writing on Durer. In 1931 he 
became assistant to Max Friedlander at the Kaiser Friedrich Museum in Berlin. In 1934 
Held fled Nazi Germany to the United States and became a U.S. citizen in 1940. 

Held began his academic career in 1935 as a lecturer in art history at the New York 
University. In 1937 he was hired as a lecturer at Barnard College, Columbia University, 
where he was appointed assistant professor in 1944, advanced to associate professor 
in 1950, full professor in 1954, and served as chairman of the Art History Department 
from 1967 to 1970. In 1971 Held retired from Barnard College and moved from New 
York to Bennington,Vermont, where he continued to teach for ten years as Clark 
Professor of Art in the graduate program for art history at Williams College, and at the 
Sterling and Francine Clark Art Institute. 

Held also lectured at other institutions: as Carnegie Lecturer from 1936 to 1937 at the 
National Gallery in Ottawa, visiting lecturer from 1943 to 1944 at Bryn Mawr College, 


visiting professor from 1946 to 1947 at the New School for Social Research, visiting 
professor in 1954 and 1958 at Yale University, lecturer with the American College 
Council for Summer Study Abroad in 1957, and Andrew W. Mellon visiting professor at 
University of Pittsburgh from 1972 to 1973. He also served as academic advisor at 
Marlboro College from 1965 to 1980, and as a member of the Institute for Advanced 
Study at Princeton in 1967. During the 1950s Held was asked by Luis Ferré, the 
Governor of Puerto Rico, to advise the new art museum in Ponce. His participation in 
the selection and acquisition of important European works of art elevated the museum 
to world recognition. 

Held published extensively. Among his most significant and influential works are 
Rubens in America (with Jan-Albert Goris, 1947), Rubens, selected drawings (1959), 
Rembrandt’s Aristotle and other Rembrandt studies (1969), 17th and 18th century art 
(with Donald Posner, 1971), and Rembrandt studies (1991). At the age of 75 Held 
issued his landmark study, the two-volume critical catalog Oil sketches of Peter Paul 
Rubens (1980). 

Held’s classical education influenced his approach to art history. At the time when the 
discipline was favoring iconography and other more "empirical" methods of study, Held 
maintained the primacy of connoisseurship as one of the tools of the art historian. 
Held was also actively engaged in matters related to the memory of the Jewish 
Holocaust. In 1988 he was instrumental in creating a memorial to his boyhood 
synagogue in Mosbach, destroyed during Kristallnacht. 


Scope and Content of Collection 

The Julius S. Held papers constitute a comprehensive archive of a preeminent 
American art historian renowned for his scholarship in sixteenth- and seventeenth- 
century Dutch and Flemish art. 

More then 70 linear feet of material, dating from the mid 1920s to 1999, provides 
access to a broad and detailed study of Held’s professional life, his scholarly 
development, and his working methods. 

Ca. 27 linear feet comprises correspondence, of which the predominant portion 
constitutes correspondence with distinguished art historians and other scholars. Also 
included is Held's professional correspondence with art dealers, auction houses, 
museums, publishing firms, and numerous private collectors. 

Substantial material documents Held's research for his publications, his teaching and 
lecturing activities, extensive travel notes, and material related to his capacity as an art 
expert in various legal cases. 

A separate group of files concern Held's long association as an art consultant with the 
Museo de Arte de Ponce in Puerto Rico. The material details Held's advisory role 
building the collection. It also provides insight into the museum's collection 
development process. 

A major portion of the archive, ca. 29 linear feet, comprises study photographs and 
other visual documentation of artwork by Peter Paul Rubens, Anthony van Dyck, Jacob 
Jordaens, Rembrandt, and a vast number of other artists, predominantly Flemish and 
Dutch from the 15th to 17th centuries. 

The original arrangement of material is preserved as it was organized by Held, 
especially the frequent inclusion of correspondence, printed matter and handwritten 
notes with study photographs and other visual material. Oversize items, items shelved 
in cold storage, and publications transferred to other sections of the Getty Research 
Library were pulled and are described separately at the end of the container list.

Scope and Content Note 

This subseries constitutes the largest portion of the correspondence series and 
consists predominantly of letters to Held. Numerous letters include annotations related 
to scholarly issues; others are marked by Held only with the date of his reply. 
Occasionally included are offprints, press clippings, handwritten notes, study 
photographs, and personal family photographs sent to Held by his correspondents. 
The letters reveal a vivid exchange of scholarly opinions concerning attribution and 
interpretation of artwork by numerous European artists from the 16th to the 18th 
century, principally Peter Paul Rubens, Anthony van Dyck, Jacob Jordaens, and 
Rembrandt. Discussions and references to Held's books and essays shed light on the 
reception of his research and the impact of his methodology on other scholars. 
Publications by other scholars are frequently discussed. Held's opinion and advice is 
often sought by younger colleagues, particularly during their dissertation work. 

Many of Held's correspondents are experts in Dutch and Flemish art. These include

Scope and Content Note 

This series is comprised of study photographs and other visual material of artwork by 
Peter Paul Rubens, Anthony van Dyck, Jacob Jordaens, Rembrandt, and numerous 
other artists, mainly Dutch and Flemish from the 15th to 18th centuries. Arranged by 
artist, subsequently by medium (i.e. drawings, oil sketches, paintings), and within each 
medium by topic. 

The photographs are usually annotated on verso with references to auction sales, 
bibliographical sources, and opinions by other scholars; stamps and labels provide 
provenance information. Besides study photographs, frequently present is printed and 
illustrated matter, also color transparencies, and a few negatives, polaroids, and slides. 
The printed and illustrated matter is usually annotated by Held. It consists frequently of 
pages from various auction catalogs (Christie's or Sotheby's in most cases), offprints, 
postcards, plates, and some press clippings. Also included are notes and 
correspondence directly relating to a specific artwork or topic, concerning matters of 
attribution, conservation work, provenance, requests for photoreprints, or scholarly 
research. Included are expert opinions of other scholars (generally photocopies), 
mainly those of Justus Muller Hofstede, Ludwig Burchard and Michael Jaffé.

Scope and Content Note 

The largest subseries, comprising ca. 9,200 items about Rubens, is subarranged into 
four groups: drawings, oil sketches, and paintings; followed by correspondence and 
notes related to Held's publications and research on Rubens. 

The drawings group includes ca. 1300 items, of which ca. 1000 are photographs, 
subarranged into categories portraits, single studies, religious compositions, secular 
compositions, drawings after other artists (Northern, Spanish, and Italian), drawings 
after sculptures, anatomical studies, drawings for engravings and book illustrations, 
dubious drawings, and a small numer of unidentified items. A few photographs of 
Rubens's paintings after paintings by other artists were also found filed with this group. 
Dubious drawings comprise ca. 80 photographs, of which some are annotated with 
references to other artists, mainly Jacob Jordaens or Anthony van Dyck. 

The oil sketches group includes ca. 3100 items, of which ca. 1500 are photographs. 
The topical arrangement follows Held's catalog The oil sketches of Peter Paul Rubens. 
Also included are photographs of oil sketches of human heads, and ca. 130 other 
images collected by Held as comparative material. A distinct group present ca. 140 
items of questionable or rejected attribution to Rubens (Box 65). A main large portion of 
correspondence and notes concerning oil sketches is filed in box 64. There are also 
numerous small portions of correspondence and notes, filed together with items to 
which they directly relate. 

The paintings group of ca. 3860 items, of which ca. 3000 are photographs, is divided 
into two categories: secular subjects (ca. 2440 items) and religious subjects (ca. 1620 
items). The topical subarrangement of secular subjects includes portraits (women, 
men, self-portraits, and portraits of Rubens's family); landscapes; hunts (also animals); 
secular history; allegory; genre; and mythological themes called Venus, Graces, and 
Nymphs and Hercules, Diana, and Bacchic Scenes . A group named Pythagors 
comprises photographs, printed matter, and correspondence concerning Rubens's 
collaboration with Frans Snyders. Another distinct group relates to Held's research for 
his paper Rubens and Titian. Several groups pertain to particular themes: Satyr and 
Nymph, Meleager and Atalanta, Alexander and Roxana, Diana returning from the Hunt, 
Judgement of Paris, Leopards, Jupiter and Cupid, Portrait of Charles V, and Roman 
Emperors (a series). A group called Rubens school: copies, imitations, etc. comprises 
photographs of artworks of questionable or rejected attribution to Rubens. 
Miscellaneous items (secular topics) are filed in Box 80, F. 16 (ca. 20 items). Religious 
subjects are subarranged into followiong groups: Old Testament; New Testament; 
Daniel in the lions' den; Virgin, Holy Family; Christ (further subdivided into Childhood of 
Christ, Adult life of Christ, Crucified Christ, Passion of Christ, and Resurrection); Saints; 
and Angels. Three distinct groups comprise items concerning paintings The Gonzaga 
family in adoration of the Most Holy Trinity, and Holy women at the Sepulchre, and a 
group called Copies and Imitations. 

The final group (Boxes 86-89) contains correspondence and notes (ca. 940 items, 
including ca. 500 leaves of notes) relating to Held's research and various publications 
on Rubens. Arranged by topic into following groups: Correspondence related to book 
Rubens, selected drawings ; Correspondence related to article "New oil sketches by 
Peter Paul Rubens" (in Burlington Magazine); Rubens research (1990-1995); Paper on 
Battle of Greeks and Amazons for 1982 Rubens Symposium; Paintings by Rubens and 
Flemish school in the collection of Sir Joshua Reynolds (Francis Broun's dissertation); 
Notes on Delacroix and Rubens; Notes on De Antwerpsche "Konstkamers" by Jean 
Denucé; Notes and correspondence on Rubens drawings; Rubens in America 
correspondence; Miscellaneous correspondence (1954-1997); and notes by Held (total 
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of ca. 380 leaves), including notes and printed matter relating to prints after Rubens by 
Willem Panneels.

Scope and Content Note 

This subseries consists of ca. 2300 items, subarranged into two main groups: 
correspondence and notes, and artworks. 

Correspondence and notes comprise ca. 260 items, of which the main portion consists 
of correspondence with scholars, art dealers, private collectors, museums, and 
conservators; also included are ca. 100 leaves of unsorted notes. The letters concern 
predominantly matters of attribution, requests of photoreprints, provenance and 
conservation work. Two distinct groups of correspondence provide insight into Held's 
advisory role in legal cases Hurst versus Travelers Insurance Company, and George 
and Ruth D. Gilmer versus United States. Two other distinct groups form items

concerning Held's revision of his article on van Dyck for the online version of 
Encyclopaedia Britannica, and items related to the editing process of his paper 
delivered at the 1991 symposium Van Dyck 350. 

The artworks are arranged into groups: drawings, oil sketches, paintings (secular and 
religious subjects), series of portraits called Iconography , and dubious artworks. 
Frequently included are printed and illustrated matter, notes, and correspondence. 

The drawings group comprises ca. 190 items with mainly religious topics (Old 
Testament, Christ's life and passion, Virgin Mary, saints); also numerous portraits and 
studies of human figures; some historical and mythological themes; equestrian figures; 
studies of horses; and landscapes. 

The oil sketches comprise ca. 300 items with predominantly religious topics, including 
ca. 60 photographs, some illustrated and printed matter, and ca. 200 leaves of 
unsorted notes. 

The paintings with secular subjects, ca. 840 items, are mainly of portraits (further 
sudivided into portraits of men, women, children, group portraits, and portrait of Charles 
| known as Le roi a la ciasse); numerous studies of heads; a group called horses; and 
items related to particular artworks. The paintings with religious subjects, ca. 260 items, 
include representations of saints, Christ's life and passion, the Holy Family, and a 
series known as Apostles’ heads. 

The group called Iconographygroup comprises ca. 370 items related to a series of 
portrait prints of well-known contemporaries executed between 1630 and 1632 by 
various engravers after van Dyck's paintings and drawings. Included are photographs 
and illustrated matter (ca. 195 items) of prints and paintings or drawings they 
reproduce; numerous notes; and some correspondence and printed matter; frequently 
marked with references to bibliographies, mainly to Franz Wibiral's catalogue raisonné. 
The group called dubious artworks comprise ca. 139 items: photographs, illustrated 
and printed matter, certificates, and correspondence. Most artworks are portrait 
paintings of men. Several items, mainly correspondence, concern a painting referred to 
as a portrait of Queen Henrietta Maria, consort of Charles I, King of England.

This subseries consists of ca. 2640 items arranged in two groups: images of artworks, 
and notes and correspondence. 

Images of artworks comprise photographs, color transparencies, and other illustrations 
of Jordaens's paintings and drawings, a total of ca. 1140 items, subarranged into two 
main categories: religious and secular, and within each category by topic. The religious 
topics are the Old and New Testament, the Life of the Virgin and Infancy of Christ, the 
Life of Christ, the Passion of Christ, the Saints, and religious allegory. The secular 
topics are tapestries and designs, proverbs and allegory, portraits, mythology, history 
and legend, studies of heads and figures, genre scenes and fables, and animals. 
Notes and correspondence comprise ca. 1500 items: ca.1200 leaves of notes; ca. 80 
pieces of correspondence, and ca. 220 photographs and other illustrated matter. Most 
notes are in German. Frequently included are small compositional sketches in pencil or 
ink drawn by Held after Jordaens for study purposes. The subarrangement is topical 
and includes several distinct groups of material. 

The first group of ca. 100 items consists of correspondence, notes, photographs, and 
illustrated matter concerning Held's review, published in 1978 in the Art Bulletin , of the 
catalogue raisonné Jordaens drawings , by the Belgian art historian Roger Adolf 
d'Hulst (Box 102, F. 41-49). 

The second group of ca. 90 items consists of correspondence, notes, printed and 
illustrated matter concerning Held's own research on drawings by Jordaens called 
"Jordaens review". This group includes correspondence with d'Hulst regarding d'Hulst's 
1956 monograph De tekeningen van Jakob Jordaens (Box 103, F. 1-17). 

A group of ca. 75 pieces of correspondence with scholars, museums curators, private 
collectors, art dealers and auction houses provides insight into Held's research on 
various artworks by Jordaens, chiefly their provenance and attribution. The letters date 
from 1935 to 1985, with the bulk dating from 1935 to 1939. (Box 103, F. 18-41). 

A distinct group present ca. 190 leaves originally kept by Held in an envelope inscribed 
Notes taken in the 1930s in preparation of a book on Jacob Jordaens. The notes on 
Jordaens's paintings and drawings; are arranged by topic and frequently include a 
description of the compostion, as well as details regarding measurements, current 
location, dates of auction sales, and bibliographical references (Box 104, F. 1-11). 
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Ca. 140 leaves of notes are unsorted (Box 104, F. 12-20). A group called "2nd group" 
of ca. 230 leaves comprises further notes written in 1930s in preparation for a book on 
Jordaens (Box 105, F. 1-12). 

Another distinct group comprises ca. 70 leaves of notes on reproductive prints after 
Jordaens. They are arranged alphabetically by the name of the printer, except for folder 
17 which includes various unsorted items (Box 105, F. 13-17). 

Boxes 106-107 contain notes on Jordaens' drawings compiled on ca. 400 index cards. 
Ca. 30 leaves of notes originally kept with the index cards are filed in box 108, folders 
1-3. The index cards are arranged alphabetically by city and within each city by 
repository, with inventory numbers given for some of the repositories. Ca. 50 of the 
index cards contain notes on drawings sold at auctions, held in private collections, or 
with unspecified location or provenance.

Scope and Content Note 

A subseries of ca. 1400 items divided into two main groups: items relating to Held's 
various publications and research on Rembrandt; and images of artworks by 
Rembrandt. 

The first group of ca. 960 items comprises photographs, illustrated matter, numerous 
notes, printed matter, and correspondence. The most extensive portion of ca. 600 
items documents Held's research for his essays on the paintings Polish rider, Juno, 
and Aristotle contemplating the bust of Homer, and the theme of Book of Tobit. The 
essays were initially published separately in various periodicals between 1944 and 
1967, and were reissued collectively in 1969 under the title Rembrandt's Aristotle and 
other Rembrandt studies. The items are arranged by essay and further subdivided into 
groups of photographs and illustrated matter, notes, and printed matter, which includes 
press clippings with reviews of Held's book, and two drafts of papers on the theme of 
Tobit by Rembrandt by Madlyn Kahr and Susan Silberman. Ca. 60 pieces of 
correspondence with scholars and editors of art magazines, arranged alphabetically by 
correspondent, provide insight into the first soontaneous reception of Held's book 
within the scholarly community. 

Also present are photographs and illustrated matter relating to Held's essays on 
subjects involving spoken words, first given as a lecture in Berlin in 1969, and the 
theme of the beggar, first given as a lecture in 1984. Both essays were added to the 
revised and expanded edition of Rembrandt's Aristotle and other Rembrandt studies, 
issued in 1991 under the title Rembrandt studies. Other material related to Held's 
publications and research on Rembrandt includes notes written in preparation for his 
essay Rembrandt and the Ancient world, issued in 1972 in Dutch translation in De 
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kroniek van het Rembrandthuis. There are also items representing teaching material 
for graduate school (ca. 75 items), and items related to Held's various research on 
Rembrandt (ca. 140 items), including additional material concerning his essays on 
Polish rider, Aristotle, Juno, and Book of Tobit. 

Noteworthy is a small (ca. 10 leaves) group of notes referring to Mieke Bal's book 
Reading Rembrandt (published in 1991) which offers a glimpse into Held's critical 
reaction to Bal's interpretation of Rembrandt's painting Lucretia (Box 111, F.1). Another 
small group (26 items) consists of black-and-white transparencies with corresponding 
photocopies, which represent material used by Held to study the effects of reversals 
(Box 111, F. 24). 

The second main group (ca. 450 items) consists predominantly of photographs of 
artworks by Rembrandt, with occasional inclusion of illustrated, printed, and typescript 
matter, and a few pieces of correspondence. It is further subdivided by medium into 
drawings, etchings, and paintings, and within each medium by topic. The paintings 
portion comprises almost exclusively portraits and self-portraits. There is a small group 
of 10 photographs of x-rays of various artworks by Rembrandt (Box 112, F.28). 
Separately filed are photographs of artworks considered by Held to be executed by 
other artists, referred to as the Rembrandt school, and artworks doubtfully attributed to 
Rembrandt (together ca. 150 items).

This subseries consists predominantly of photographs and illustrated matter, with some 
notes and letters. Arranged alphabetically by artist, except for items filed in box 138 
which contains illustrations of artworks by unidentified artists. Some of the topical 
groups filed in this category are artworks by various Antwerp masters, 17th century 
Flemish portraits, Flemish drawings, and a group originally labelled by Held as 
Albertina engravings. Illustrations of artworks by unidentified artists from Brugges and 
Ghent are filed alphabetically under Brugges and Ghent. Artists identified only by the 
first letter of their name are filed at the end of the alphabetic sequence to which they 
belong. 

The majority of the artists are 16th and 17th century Dutch and Flemish masters. 
German artists are also represented, mainly Albrecht Durer, Albrecht Altdorfer, and 
Lucas Cranach the Elder. There is two large groups labelled by Held as German 
School, and Flemish School. 

Most extensively represented are Johannes Boekhorst, Ferdinand Bol, Hieronimus 
Bosch, Dieric Bouts, Crispin van den Broeck, the four Bruegels, Joos van Cleve, Jacob 
Cornelisz van Oostsanen, Gaspar de Crayer, Abraham van Diepenbeeck, Frans Floris 
and his followers, Hugo van der Goes, Hendrick Golzius, Jan Gossaert, Jan Sanders 
van Hemessen, Jan van den Hoecke, Abraham Janssens, Lucas van Lyden, Master of 
Frankfurt, Quentin Metsys, Erasmus Quellinus, Anthonis Sallaert, Cornelis Schult, 
David Teniers the Younger, Theodoor van Thulden, Dirck Jacobsz.
